WARRANT 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dalton  on  Tuesday,  the 
1 1th  day  of  March  next,  at  12  o'clock  noon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects.  The 
polls  will  be  open  at  12  o'clock  and  will  close  at  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The 
business  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Dalton  Elementary  School  Gymnasium  and  will 
open  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  466:  30-a  which 
makes  it  unlawful  for  an  owner  of  any  dog,  hcensed  or  unlicensed,  to  permit 
such  dog  to  run  at  large  except  when  accompanied  by  the  owner  or  custodian 
and  when  used  for  hunting,  herding,  supervised  competition  and  exhibition, 
or  training  for  such.  By  Petition 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  right  to  issue  temporary 
loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  for  1980  as  prepared  by 
the  Selectmen  and  appropriate  the  amount  therein  or  to  make  any  changes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  Federal,  State  and 
Local  means,  a  sum  of  $42,000,  for  the  purpose  of  designing  sewerage  and 
sewage  treatment  facilities  for  the  Bridge  Street  section  of  town  as  it  exists  to- 
day, which  are  requirements  contained  in  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control 
Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  pp.  1251  et.  seq.).  This  action  will  qualify  the 
Town  for  Federal  and  State  funds.  Of  the  total  design  costs,  the  Town  shall 
raise  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $10,500  which  represents  the  combined  amount  of 
the  State  and  Town's  obHgations.  (The  actual  Town's  share  is  $2,100.) 
These  monies  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  under 
and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (N.H. 
R.S.A.  33.1  et  seq.  as  amended)  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and 
take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation, 
sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town  of  Dalton  and  allow  the  Selectmen  to  expend  such  monies  as  become 
available  from  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance  pro- 
gram of  the  Construction  Grants  section  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Con- 
trol Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  pp.  1251  et  seq.)  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  and 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  at  private  sale, 
as  the  Selectmen,  in  their  sole  discretion,  deem  equitable  and  just  (R.S.A. 
80:42  (land  HI)). 


7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  right  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  take  what  monies  that  are  left  in  the  Fire  Department  Appropriations 
and  put  such  monies  into  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
an  additional  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  be  added  to  same,  for  the 
purchase  and  replacement  of  fire  equipment. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the  sum 
of  thirteen  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($13,300.00)  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assis- 
tance Act  of  1972  to  make  the  final  payment  of  $7,000.00  on  the  1978 
Dump  Truck  and  to  pay  the  additional  three  years  on  the  Bridge  note,  a  sum 
of  $6,300.00. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  take 
whatever  monies  are  left  from  the  General  Budget  and  put  them  in  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  and  replacement  of  town  equipment,  the  sum 
of  money  not  to  exceed  $5,000.00. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  town  meeting,  money  from 
the  State,  Federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  be- 
comes available  during  the  fiscal  year  (R.S.A.  31 :95-b). 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Dalton  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $800.00  to  help 
pay  for  construction  and  material  costs  for  building  playground  equipment 
in  the  Dalton  School  yard.  By  petition. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  dump  problem  in  compliance 
with  all  R.S.A.s  relating  to  sohd  waste  disposal  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  to  the 
White  Mountains  Center  for  the  Arts  in  order  to  provide  tickets  to  the  Town 
through  its  Recreation  Department  for  a  special  Sunday  afternoon  Children's 
Series. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.

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LITTLETON  HOSPITAL  REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

The  Littleton  Hospital  looks  forward  to  the  challenges  of  the  1980's.  In  1981 
the  hospital  will  celebrate  its  75th  anniversary  of  service  for  the  acute  health  care 
needs  of  residents  and  visitors  of  the  North  Country.  The  hospital's  course  for  the 
80's  was  set  by  its  trustees  who  formulated  this  mission: 

•  Provide  a  range  of  health  care  services  to  include  Cardiology,  General 
Medicine,  Internal  Medicine,  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  Orthopedics, 
Pathology,  Pediatrics,  Radiology,  Surgery,  a  fully-staffed  24-hour  a  day 
Emergency  Department  and  out-patient  care. 

•  Enhance  public  awareness  of  personal  health  care  through  education  and 
through  support  of  primary  health  care  services. 

•  Participate  in  cooperative  regional  hospital  efforts  to  share  services. 

•  Be  financially  accountable  and  economical  in  every  action  taken. 

As  a  result  of  the  recently  completed  construction  and  renovation  program, 
Littleton  Hospital  is  now  a  fully  modernized  54-bed  facihty  providing  modern 
clinical  and  diagnostic  support  to  a  highly  talented  and  dedicated  cadre  of  phy- 
sicians who  comprise  the  medical  staff. 

Littleton  Hospital  is  a  fully  accredited  not-for-profit  organization  directed  by  a 
Board  of  Trustees  who  are  elected  residents  of  the  communities  within  the 
hospital's  support  area. 

To  improve  and  update  sophisticated  medical  equipment,  the  hospital  looks  for 
funds  from  annual  appropriations  from  supported  communities,  gifts  and  bequests 
from  hospital  friends  and  supporters,  grants  from  charitable  foundations  and 
revenue  from  benefits  sponsored  by  the  hospital  auxiliary  and  other  civic  clubs. 

Littleton  Hospital  is  committed  to  containing  the  cost  of  hospital  care.  Rates 
and  charges  are  fixed  by  the  Trustees  at  levels  to  adequately  cover  the  cost  of 
operations  and  services  rendered. 

Town  appropriations  are  a  primary  source  of  nonoperating  revenue  so  necessary 
to  keep  the  Littleton  Hospital  equipped  for  the  needs  of  modern  medical  and 
surgical  practice. 

During  1979,  2,582  patients  were  treated  and  discharged,  221  infants  were 
born,  almost  1,200  surgical  procedures  were  performed  and  more  than  9,600 
individuals  were  treated  in  the  Emergency  Department.  Town  appropriations  con- 
tributed to  quality  of  care  each  of  these  patients  received  at  the  hospital. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Chief  of  Police  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1979. 

The  year  1979  has  come  and  gone, 
Even  so,  our  problems  linger  on  and  on. 

The  impact  of  crime  is  not  restricted  to  the  victim  but  is  felt  by  all  of  society 
in  the  form  of   higher  costs  to  compensate  for  losses,  higher  insurance  premiums  or 

loss  of  employment  from  crime.  Far  worse,  though,  is  the  fear  of  crime  which 
destroys  our  very  freedoms  and  dignity.  Although  our  town  and  state  has  one  of 
the  lowest  crime  rates  in  the  Nation  we  all  share  a  concern  over  the  numbers  of 
burglaries  and  larcenies  being  committed,  most  of  which  would  not  have  occurred 
if  the  "opportunity"  had  been  eliminated. 

National  statistics  indicate  that  juveniles  are  now  responsible  for  one-half  of  aU 
crimes  against  property  and  one-third  of  all  crimes  against  the  person.  In  the  past, 
juvenile  delinquency  was  referred  to  truancy,  vandalism  and  petty  theft.  This  term 
is  no  longer  the  proper  description.  Today  it  is  much  more  than  youthful  mis- 
behavior; too  often  it  is  adult  crime  committed  by  juveniles.  In  the  last  fifteen  years 
juvenile  arrests  have  escalated  265  per  cent  for  robbery  and  170  per  cent  for 
burglary. 

Pages  have  been  written,  and  much  more  has  been  said,  about  the  causes.  There 
are  as  many  theories  on  the  subject  as  there  are  experts  in  the  field.  Some  contend 
it  is  related  to  neighborhood  environment,  poverty,  unemployment,  broken  homes 
and  a  score  of  other  excuses.  Others  believe  that  it  is  a  result  of  adult  immorality 
found  in  the  sex  and  violence  of  our  current  books,  films  and  television  programs. 
The  increase  in  teenage  drinking  and  experimentation  with  drugs  has  also  played 
its  part.  Many  parents  have  abdicated  their  responsibilities  and  failed  to  provide  the 
proper  guidance  and  example  or  to  instill  self-discipline  in  their  children.  There  are 
no  easy  solutions  to  the  problem,  but  when  parents,  clergy,  and  educators  fail, 
their  failure  often  become  problems  for  the  police.  We  are  deeply  concerned  with 
the  impact  that  juvenile  crime  will  have  on  the  future  of  law  enforcement  in  our 
towns.  Despite  the  best  efforts  of  many  dedicated  people  in  the  field,  our  juvenUe 
justice  system  is  not  functioning  effectively  because  of  the  failure  to  take  positive 
active  with  youthful  offenders  at  the  time  they  can  best  be  helped.  Research  has 
revealed  that  no  one  took  any  action  when  they  began  to  commit  their  first 
delinquent  acts.  They  were  encouraged  by  apathy  and  neglect. 

Although  they  make  up  the  smallest  percentage  of  youths  that  get  into  trouble, 
juvenile  offenders  make  a  significant  contribution  to  the  crime  problem  by  their 
repetitive  offenses  and  aggressive  antisocial  behavior.  They  soon  infect  others  and 
convert  them  to  a  life  of  crime.  They  soon  learn  that  an  appearance  in  juvenile  court 
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is  no  cause  for  apprehension,  as  it  seldom  results  in  punishment.  The  court  system  has 
been  affected  by  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  decisions  handed  down  and  often  become 
an  adversary  process  similar  to  adult  trials.  Most  often  their  cases  are  dismissed,  or 
often  become  lost  in  a  maze  of  legal  technicalities,  or  they  are  placed  on  probation 
and  are  back  on  the  street  boasting  how  they  "beat  the  system."  It  is  possible  that 
in  the  future  only  those  juvenile  cases  involving  serious  crime  or  repetitive  offenders 
will  be  adjudicated  unless  the  arresting  officer  recommends  otherwise.  We,  as  police 
officers,  must  take  a  larger  role  in  the  prevention  of  juvenile  crime.  Juveniles 
require  special  understanding.  They  are  growing  up  in  a  very  permissive  and  demand- 
ing society  and  often  feel  a  need  to  rebel,  resist  and  to  test  authority.  They  often 
become  fristrated  at  home  or  in  school  which  may  lead  to  aggressive  behavior.  The 
attitude  and  actions  of  pohce  can  have  a  considerable  impact  on  juveniles.  Today 
we  have  a  society  in  which  parents  fail  to  raise  their  children  to  be  law-abiding 
citizens,  the  schools  fail  to  effectively  educate  them  to  take  their  place  in  life,  and 
where  the  economy  does  not  provide  them  with  enough  job  opportunities.  We  have 
a  police  system  that  fails  to  effectively  prevent  juvenile  crime  and  a  court  system 
that  fails  to  deter  offenders  and  a  correction  system  that  fails  to  rehabilitate. 

Society  as  a  whole  now  must  reevaluate  its  priorities  and  join  ranks  and  work 
closely  together  if  we  are  going  to  control  the  juvenile  crime  crisis,  because  it  is 
today's  young  people  who  will  be  entrusted  with  tomorrow's  future.  They  will 
eventually  determine  the  standards  and  values  in  the  years  to  come. 

In  an  effort  to  prevent  your  becoming  a  victim  of  crime,  make  crime  control 
"your"  business  and  become  involved  with  all  law  enforcement  agencies.  With  your 
help  we  can  reduce  the  crime  figures  and  reach  the  goal  of  having  the  "safest  town" 
in  our  state. 

Crime  prevention,  the  recognition  and  appraisal  of  a  crime  risk,  followed  by  action 
to  reduce  that  risk,  is  considered  to  be  the  most  logical,  practical  and  cost  effective 
program  in  controlling  crime.  Utilizing  all  law  enforcement  assistance  and  guidance 
before  a  crime  is  committed,  it  changes  the  frequently  asked  question— "why"  to 
"how  a  crime  is  committed."  Most  burglaries  and  larcenies  were  committed  because 
of  an  opportunity  created  by  the  victim.  These  opportunities  may  now  exist  in 
your  residence.  With  your  police  department,  or  other  law  enforcement  agency, 
offering  guidance,  individual  and  collective  action  can  take  place.  While  we  act  as 
the  pivot  of  crime  prevention,  its  success  depends  upon  an  alert  and  involved  com- 
munity making  crime  safety  practices  a  habit.  Let's  help  each  other  lower  our  crime 
risk  factor! 

DOGS!!!!  Each  year  this  problem  keeps  coming  up.  Each  year  we  seem  to  have 
the  same  20-25  who  believe  they  do  not  have  to  license  them  and  control  their 
behavior.  In  the  warrant,  please  pay  particular  notice  to  this  item  and  cast  your 
vote  on  it.  If  this  article  is  passed  it  will  hopefully  alleviate  some  or  all  of  the 
"snappy"  problem. 

With  the  drastic  increase  in  the  price  of  gas,  there  has  been  a  noticable  decrease 
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in  traffic  especially  during  the  early  morning  hours.  With  this  decrease,  we  have 
also  had  a  decrease  in  accidents  and  other  motor  vehicle  violations.  This  has  also 
resulted  in  less  burglaries  and  malicious  damage  reports. 

We  appreciate  your  assistance  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year  and  look 
forward  to  a  continuing  effort  to  improve  pohce  department  operations  in  1980. 
We  also  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  surrounding  law 
enforcement  agencies  for  their  assistance  and  thank  them  for  continued  support 
as  in  the  past.

The  support  your  Town  has  provided  to  the  North  Country  Council  has  enabled 
the  Council  to  provide  a  good  deal  of  local  and  area  services  over  the  last  year  and 
previous  years.  The  Council  greatly  appreciates  this  support.  I  am  writing  to  respect- 
fully request  that  the  Town  include  an  amount  of  $385.  in  the  Town  Budget  as  its 
membership  fee  in  the  North  Country  Council  for  the  period  July  1,  1980  through 
June  30,  1981.

The  regionwide  request  of  $55,000.  represents  a  5%  increase  over  last  year's 
request.  As  you  know,  membership  figure  is  based  on  a  formula  giving  equal 
weight  to  population  and  equalized  assessed  valuation.  Increases  in  population  or 
equalized  assessed  valuation  may  cause  higher  increases,  but  we  have  made  sure 
that  no  increase  is  greater  than  10%  from  last  year. 

Enclosed  is  a  report  on  the  Council's  major  activities  during  the  last  year  both 
on  a  local  and  regional  basis,  which  I  hope  could  be  published  in  the  Town  Report. 
A  Council  representative  or  I  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  discuss  with  you 
the  activities  of  the  North  Country  Council  and  how  we  can  be  of  further  assistance 
to  the  Town  in  the  future.  Please  call  or  write  if  you  would  like  one  of  us  to  meet 
with  the  Town. 

I  want  to  thank  you  again  for  the  financial  assistance  the  town  has  provided  to 
the  North  Country  Council.

Annual  Report  for  the  Year  Ending  December  31 ,  1979 

As  reported  in  1978,  a  rad  o  for  the  new  GMC  Pumper  was  purchased.  We  now 
have  radios  in  all  our  trucks  except  Tanker  I,  and  a  portable  that  the  Chief  uses. 
With  four  of  these  radios,  we  can  communicate  with  the  Littleton,  Lancaster  and 
Groveton  Fire  Departments,  Coos  Sheriffs  Department,  Lancaster  and  Dalton  Town 
Governments  and  Police.  The  other  two  radios  are  local  Government  only. 

In  September  1978,  the  Fire  Aid  Pack  was  formed  between  Dalton,  Lancaster, 
Whitefield,  Groveton  and  Jefferson.  Since  that  time  seven  more  town  have  joined: 
Littleton,  Bethlehem,  Stratford,  Stratford  Hollow,  Twin  Mt.,  Stark  and  Gilman,  Vt. 

Dalton  also  has  a  Mutual  Aid  Agreement  with  Lunenburg,  Vt.  and  Concord,  Vt. 

The  equipment  available  from  these  thirteen  towns,  when  needed,  are  free  of 
charge. 

In  1979  the  Dalton  Fire  Dept.  had  a  total  of  17  calls.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
and  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative  effort 
between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legislature,  the 
State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within 
his  town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy 
Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts  with  a  full- 
time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State  organization  is  charged 
with  assisting  the  municiple  forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire  suppression, 
fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention 
programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk 
purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess 
military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments  at  no 
cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative 
arrangement  between  State  and  municipahty  has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest 
fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in 
each  fire  reported.
